Financial Aid Office adopts 
new loan program

Graduating Senior Manjul Bose didn’t 
know what was coming. He was expecting his 
financial aid to go through the way it always 
had. 

For the past three years, Bose, an environ- 
mental science major, received two Stafford 
Loans — subsidized and unsubsidized — each 
year through the university’s Direct Loan 
process. 

By July, Bose had not received a letter 
from the Financial Aid Office. Little did he 
know that the Financial Aid Office had 
switched from providing Stafford Loans 
through Direct Loans, which are distributed 
by the U.S. Department of Education, to pro- 
viding these loans through the Federal Family 
Education Loan (FFEL) Program, which 
requires students to pick a private lender. 

Bose finally learned of the change through 
an online forum started by a Sacramento State 
student on MySpace — a popular online com- 
munity. “This completely screws things up for 
me,’ Bose wrote in the forum. 

Questions arose upon the discovery of the 
change. Bose said the change confused him. 
He began to ask why it occurred, why stu- 
dents weren’t informed earlier and what need- 
ed to be done 

Interim Associate Director Addalou Davis 
of the Financial Aid Office said the switch 
was a joint decision made by Financial Aid 
Office staff, former Financial Aid Director 
Linda Joy-Clemons and the approval of 
administrators, including President Alexander 
Gonzalez. 

Validation Unit Manager Andrea Roush of 
the Financial Aid Office said the decision to 
change to FFEL was a process itself. ““We did 
research before coming to this decision,” 
Roush explained. 

Roush said the research began two years 
ago when the university decided to switch 
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Another benefit is that students can communi- 
cate via e-mail with employers and career 
counselors. 

It also allows employers the chance to 
review applicant's resumes, giving both par- 
ties more time to schedule interviews and 
offer feedback and advice for future employ- 
ment opportunities. 

Before the program was set up, the Career 
Center would help students by posting each 
job separately on a designated major page. 


"It had become extremely clear over the 
past few years that there was a general need 
for a better way to list and respond to job 
opportunities for students," said Sarah 
Hemenway, a student employment assistant 
with the Career Center. 

Career Center employees and students say 
the structure of the new program is a huge 
improvement. 

"It's the most high-tech program we have 
to link students to employers through one free 


and easy step," said Anna Domek, career 
counselor and cooperative education coordi- 
nator. 

To sign up for the program online, students 
are required to go through registration with the 
website. 

Students are required to use his or her valid 
Saclink account and password to register. 

To register, students have to answer five 
basic questions that cover everything from

Julio Velazquez, a Sacramento State 
alumnus. and former Associated 
Students Inc. executive was sentenced to 
a total of 120 days in jail and three years 
probation at a hearing on Aug. 11, after 
pleading no contest to.embezzlement in 
June. 

Velazquez will serve his time in jail 
through altemative programs, serving the 
first 30 days of his sentence through the 
Sacramento County _—_ Sheniff’s 
Department Work Program. The 
remainder of his sentence will be served 
through the Sheriffs Altemative Work 
Program (community service). Both 
programs will be arranged by 
Velazquez’s probation agency. 

Judge Gary E. Ransom of the 
Sacramento County Courthouse, who 
presided the case, gave Velazquez 18 
months to complete his sentence. 

Velazquez, who resigned from his 
position as ASI vice president of Finance 
on Sept. 9, 2005, was arraigned on 16 


felony charges in February.

Velazquez 
was ordered to 
pay a large 
amount of restitu- 
tion to the university, which was initially 
estimated to be around $25,000. 

At the sentencing, it was established 
that Velazquez paid Sac State restitution 
to the university in the amount of 
$16,565.

with this payment. 


“Our part of interest in the case has 
been satisfied,” said Director of Student 
Conduct Leonard Valdez. Valdez said 
since Velazquez had “‘separated from the 
university,’ he could not be disciplined 
by the school. 

As his case came to a close, 
Velazquez, in his black suit, didn’t have 








mutch to say. “It’s all on record,” he said 
as he shook his head refusing to com- 
ment further. 

Donald H. Heller, who was 
Velazquez’s lawyer throughout the case, 
also had no comment. 

Heller has worked with some high- 
profile clients, such as former Insurance 
Commissioner Chuck Quackenbush, 
insurance-industry lobbyist Clayton 
Jackson, according to the Sacramento 
News and Review. 

The involvement of such a high-pro- 
file lawyer in this case has fueled a great 
deal of speculation. 

‘Why did Julio have one of the state's 
most experienced conuption attomeys 
represent him, and who paid for it?’ 
asked one student on The State Homet’s 
online feedback forum. 

Heller did not retum phone calls 
from The State Homet and could not be 
reached for comment regarding this 
issue or the case.

cost about $11 million. 

On top of physical renovations, Sac State 
has filled four leadership positions on cam- 
pus. 

Joseph Sheley, who served as executive 
vice president for 2005-06, was named 
interim provost and vice president for 
Academic Affairs. 

Otis Scott, after serving as the acting 
dean for the College of Social Sciences and 
Interdisciplinary Studies, has been appoint- 
ed as the college’s dean. 

Emir Jose Macari was named dean of the 
College of Engineering and Computer 
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Science. Macari joins the university from 
the University of Texas, Brownsville, where 
he served as the dean of the College of 
Science, Mathematics and Technology. 
Vanessa Sheared has been chosen as 
dean of the College of Education. Sheared 
served as associate dean of the College of 
Education at San Francisco State. 
Although Gonzalez discussed the 
changes happening on campus, his address 
focused more on the university’s challenges. 
Gonzalez said Sac State's biggest chal- 
lenge is a declining public budget amid 
more demands for student services — partic- 
ularly those dealing with technology. 
The campus president said he discovered 
these student needs in a meeting he had with 
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orientation leaders earlier this summer. 

“Our students expect us to provide them 
with more information and more services. 
They want us to meet them where they are, 
including on the Web. They want and expect 
us to offer them the latest in technology.” 

The biggest technological need for stu- 
dents is to have wireless access throughout 
campus, he said. 

“They don't understand why they can get 
something like wireless access at a coffee- 
house but not on all parts of our campus,” 
Gonzalez said. | 

Gonzalez said students also want to see 
more classes being offered and being 
offered in various ways due to their busy 
lives. 
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Students also want longer office hours 
and better advising. 

The focus of providing these student 
needs came from studying the campus’ 
enrollment rates, Gonzalez said. 

Enrollment, he said, seems to be “flat 
once again” — a trend that has been continu- 
ing for years. 

Continuing student rates has also 
declined about 2 percent, with a number of 
those students being freshmen and sopho- 
mores. 

‘The largest number of students leaving 
the university is comprised of freshmen and 
sophomores. Clearly, this is an issue we 
must address and reverse,” Gonzalez said. 

“Our campus' student retention rate isn't

nearly as good as it should be.” 

To fix this issue, Gonzalez is depending 
on the leadership of Sheley, and Vice 
President for Student Affairs Lori Varlotta 
and the support of the community. 

Although there are many challenges 
ahead, Gonzalez ensures that he is keeping 
his head in the game to make Sac State a 
premier metropolitan campus and destina- 
tion campus for the west — the main goal of 
the campus’ initiative “Destination 2010.” 

“If we tackle these issues of enrollment, 
budget and planning, we can gain control 
over our own destiny,” Gonzalez said.

Fall semester begins with traffic 
jams, long lines at the bookstore and 
students cramming to add the last class 
they need. Over the past few years, 
Sacramento State has added construc- 
tion to the list. 

This week is no different as chain- 
linked fences and bulldozers can be 
seen all over campus. 

Aside from the construction of the 
new bookstore, parking structures and 
the Spanos Sports and Recreation com- 
plex, there are several other projects that 
aim to improve Sac State and will 
impact students throughout the semes- 
ter. 

Defining how to navigate around 
campus is a part of the early semester 
construction. 

Five prototype signs providing 
direction have been placed around cam- 
pus. The signs are primarily located on 
the J Street side of the university. 

“The idea is part of Destination 
2010, and will make the campus easier 
to navigate,’ said Ron Richardson, 
associate vice president of Facilities 
Services. “People cannot find places on 
campus.” 

The signs were designed by graphic 
design students and faculty led by the 
work of assistant professor John Forrest 
of the Department of Design. 

Richardson said another 100 signs 
will make up the next phase of the proj- 
ect. Signs will include building and 
parking lot identifiers and directional 


signs. 


to revamp campus 


Bids are being considered for the 
second phase of the project, which 
includes “ you are here” campus maps, 
campus loop signs and venue signs. 

Richardson expects the total cost of 
the project to reach $1 million. 

“We expect this project to take sev- 
eral years with the key being availabili- 
ty of funds,” Richardson said. 

The most noticeable of the projects 
is Infrastructure II — a new pipeline that 
will upgrade sanitary sewer lines, heat- 
ing and air conditioning, fire alarms and 
steam boilers. 

The project began in December 
2005 and is scheduled to be finished 
next summer. 

As part of the current phase of the 
project, steam lines are being replaced 
on Sinclair Street by the One Card 
office. 

Richardson said that the steam lines 
being replaced were 50-60 years old. He 
added that the pipeline construction will 
send steam and chill lines for the new 
bookstore and that the project shouldn’t 
affect parking. 

According to the Facilities Services 
website, the new pipeline construction 
will cost around $18.7 million. 

Richardson said the project is being 
funded by capital outlay money. 

The University Theatre is also get- 
ting an upgrade following a private 
donation from John and Judy Reynen. 

A steel and aluminum canopy is 
being built outside the entrance to the 
lobby, which is also being upgraded. 
Phil Hitchcock, director of the School of 
Arts, said the lobby is getting carpet and 
concession upgrades. 

The Reyens’ donation is in memory 
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Robert Garman of Perryman Mechanical Inc. moves a pipe while

of their son, N. Matthew Mahan, a for- 
mer theater student, Hitchcock said. 
The renovated lobby will be named 
after Mahan. 

The construction will have little 
impact on building traffic. 

“There shouldn’t be any problems 


accessing the building during construc- 
tion,” Hitchcock said. 

The renovations are slated to be 
complete by mid-September.

Judge sentences former football players

A frustrating night at Jackson 
Rancheria Casino eventually led two 
former Sacramento State football play- 
ers, Brendon “Bo” DeLapp and Westly 
Guill, to face jail time. 

DeLapp pleaded guilty on Feb. 9 to 
felony charges of assault with a deadly 
weapon.

He was also 
charged with aiding and abetting 
DeLapp. 

According to the case file, DeLapp 
and Guill were upset after losing money 
at the casino on Nov. 8, 2005, and began 
to throw rocks “from a traveling vehicle 
at vehicles approaching in the opposite 
lane” of Highway 16. 

DeLapp threw one softball-sized 
rock, striking the car windshield of 
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Parrish Compton, a Rancheria employ- 
ee. The rock shattered Compton’s jaw- 
bone, crushed his’ larynx, knocked out 
two lower-front teeth and knocked him 
unconscious. 

Amador County District Attorney 
Todd Riebe said, “They didn’t go back 
and assist the victim or call 9-1-1; in 
fact, they continued to throw rocks.” 

Amador County Superior Court 
Judge David Richmond sentenced the 
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two men on June 5. DeLapp’s request 
for probation was denied, and he was 
sentenced to five years in a state prison. 
Guill was ordered to pay damages 
and serve one year in a county jail. 
As of press time, both men’s loca- 
tions were unknown.

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Three CSUs 
gel grants

_ Inorder to improve science, mathematics and special 
education programs, California State Universities Long 
Beach, Fullerton and Dominguez Hills wete awarded a 
combined total of nearly $5.1 million through the U:S. 
Department of Education’s Transition to Teaching pro- 
gram. 

Sacramento State did not apply for this grant. The 
university hopes to receive money a little closer to 
home. 

“It’s hard to say why we didn’t apply for this partic- 
ular grant. There is a lot of grant money available for 
teacher preparation and a number of different pro- 
grams,” said Laurel Heffernan, associate dean of the 
College of Natural Sciences and Mathematics at Sac 
State. 

The money was granted as a way to recruit and train 
new teachers, as well as generate more attention and 
supplies for the three programs at middle schools, high 


- schools and community colleges nationwide. 


The three CSUs get to use the grant on local schools 
of their choice. 

“We know from past experience how great these 
types of grants can be,” said Sue DeRosa, Grants and 
Contracts director at CSU Long Beach. 

Most of the money granted to the CSUs will be used 
to alleviate shortages at local schools. 

The three departments have experienced shortages 
in both the number of working teachers and student par- 
ticipants. 

“There is a shortage of teachers in these programs all 
over the nation and in California,” CSU Spokesperson 
Clara Potes-Fellow said. “The CSU system has been 
looking for a single program or grant that will allow us 
to better prepare applicants in order to provide more 
teachers for these programs.” 

Most speculate that these hardships are due not only 
to a shortage of teachers in higher education facilities, 
but also in a lack of necessary classes in high schools 
nationwide. 

“Math, in particular, is something that is required in 
the A-G preparatory curriculum for colleges, 
Unfortunately, many schools in California do not offer 
all the classes that are required to apply for the CSU sys- 
tem,” Potes-Fellow said. 

The U.S. Department of Education awarded a total 
of $11.8 million dollars, in the form of five-year grants, 
to 31 different university and state campuses throughout 
the United States. 

CSU Long Beach will be receiving a $1.28 million 
grant, which will be dolled out in increments of over 
$250,000 a year for the next five years. 

CSU Dominguez Hills is set to receive around 
$400,000 each year for the next five years. 

CSU Fullerton is set to receive a five-year grant of 
nearly $332,000 a year.

Construction on a new 8-foot-wide bicy- 
cle and pedestrian path is under way as a 
part of Sacramento State’s master plan for 
bicycle accessibility. 

The construction calls for the current 
bicycle path on State University Drive West 
to extend 4,000 feet from Hornet Crossing, 
which leads people onto campus from Elvas 
Avenue, to State University Drive South and 
Stadium Drive in the south, and to State . 
University Drive in the north. 

In addition to expanding the bike path, 
bike lane striping will be painted onto roads 
along the university perimeter in the future. 

This is part of a larger plan to give bicy- 
clists access to campus without having to

Career Connection was originally proposed 
in late 2004, but was not officially accepted 
until June after the National Association for 
Colleges and Employers formally endorsed the 
program in May. 

While the passing of the program seemed 
like a no-brainer when based solely on the ben- 
efits and ease at which it can be operated, 
Hemenway said it was the cost of running it 
that left some a little hesitant. 

After a small period of discussion, it was 
decided that the Career Center would pay all 
set-up and maintenance fees, making the pro- 
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bicycle into the car-and-pedestrian-crowded 
center. 

One of the main ideas in expanding the 
bicycle paths is to keep bicyclists off of 
Sinclair Road, next to the tennis courts and 
Parking Structure. I, providing them the 
option of going around campus instead of 
through. 

The estimated cost of the project is 
$400,000, which is being paid by grants 


from CalTrans — a statewide organization 


whose mission is to increase mobility in 
California — and the federal government. 
The bicycle path improvement project 
began on August 7 and is slated to be com- 
plete by the end of October. 

Director of Facilities Planning and 
Construction Services Victor Takahashi said 
the project will bring more continuity from

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Hornet Crossing to the north and south por- 
tions of campus. 

“You've always been able to go through 
the (Hornet Crossing) tunnel...but there’s 
been no pathway here, that’!I be a big plus,” 
Takahashi said, as he pointed to a map of 
south campus near Stadium Drive. 

And the change does not only benefit 
bicyclists — pedestrians will also be wel- 
come to use the new path. 

‘They’ Il have a 2-foot shoulder on each 
side,” Takahashi said. “It’s kind of like how 
the American River pathway is. Even 
though you’ ve got a lot of bike traffic on the 
asphalt, there are still the shoulders that peo- 
ple walk up and down. This still should be 
pedestrian friendly.” 

Takahashi said all of the other construc- 
tion projects going on — such as replacing 


pipelines throughout campus to upgrade 
sanitary sewer lines, heating and air condi- 
tioning and steam boilers — have made this 
project a challenge. 

_ The installation of new pipelines 
includes replacing a sewer line going in 
along the streets. 

“Some of this has been a challenge 
because a lot of building has been happen- 
ing since the plan was made. The plan prob- 
ably needs readdressing.” 

Students who cycle on campus said the 
project will be helpful when it is complete. 

“Td be in favor of the expansion of the 
bike paths. I think that’s something that 
needs to be done. I’m sure I would end up 
using it,” said Erik Edmunds, a first-year 
English grad student. 

“I think the plans are a good idea

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Federal Parent PLUS Loans from 
the Direct Loan Process to the 
FFEL. “It’s been a long process.” 

The university used FFEL for 
Stafford Loans in the past — Davis 
said this program has been around 
since 1972. Davis and Roush esti- 
mated that Sac State switched to 
Direct Loans in the mid- to late- 
"80s. 

The main reason why the 
switch was made was because of 
the benefits students receive by 
picking a lender. “We saw the ben- 
efit that students can save,” Roush 
said. “Direct Loans are efficient, 
but they have no benefits,’ Davis 
said. 

Under the new loan process, 
students have the freedom to pick a 
lender that they determine as their 
best choice — the list of lenders 
include Bank of America, 
Citibank, SunTrust Education 
Loans and Wachovia Education 
Finance. The full list of lenders for 
Stafford Loans can be seen at 
www.csus.edu/faid. 

The benefits the lenders offer 
range from eliminating origination 
fees and discounting certain per- 
centages if a number of payments 
are made on time to giving back a 
percentage once the loan is paid in 
whole. 

Roush said the elimination of 
origination costs, or loan fees, is 
one of the best benefits from 
FFEL. 

“Direct Loans charge an origi- 
nation fee of 3 percent that is 
deducted from the initial disburse- 
ment,” Roush said. 

“So, say on a $1,000 loan, $30 
is taken out of the disbursement, 
but the student still pays back the 
full $1000 in repayment,” Roush 
explained. 

This means a student will lose 
$900 if they have a $30,000 loan. 

But Bose said the lenders’ ben- 
efits don’t seem worth the trouble. 

“T don’t see how it’s a better 
deal for the student. We have more 
things going on to sit down and fig- 
ure out our financial aid,’ Bose 
said.

He added that students are not 
well enough informed about each 
lender and that could lead to more 
consequences. “If a student is not 
aware, he will sign himself into 
more trouble,’ Bose said. “With 
Direct Loans you’re protected by 
the government. With private com- 
panies, you’re getting shafted.” 

He also questioned whether the 
university was receiving any profit 
from the lenders for switching to 
the FFEL process. 

“We do not receive any 
funds/money from lenders,” Roush 
said. 

Junior Amanda Hearon was 
also concerned about having to 
pick a lender. 

“Tt was very confusing, also 
upsetting,” Hearon said. The biolo- 
gy major had learned about the 
change after receiving two letters 
in the mail prompting her to take a 
loan-counseling exam. She said the 
letter did not specify that she had to 
choose a lender. 

“Tt was never that clear I was 
going to have to pick a lender. So 
when it prompted me to pick a 
lender for my loans, I was like 
wait, what am I supposed to do?” 
Hearon said. 

‘“T was very confused at first; 
having to pick one lender out of the 
list gave me a headache. I felt that I 
honestly had to research each one 
of them to make the correct deci- 
sion,” Hearon said. — 

Davis said the university is 
working with SimpleTuiton, an 
online tool that helps students com- 
pare the benefits of different 
lenders. Roush said the website — 
www.simpletuition.com -- is very 
student-friendly. 

Both Bose and _ Hearon 
researched before picking a lender. 
Bose consulted a friend who works 
at a bank. Hearon studied the ben- 
efits. The two picked Bank of 
America as their lender based on 
the benefits. 

But Hearon said she would 
have felt more comfortable if the 
Financial Aid Office had explained 
why the change was made. 

“T honestly feel that Sac State 
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LOANS: Students worry 
bout picking lenders 


should have made the effort to send 
out a letter to the students explain- 
ing, in-depth, the changes that have 
been made,’ Hearon said. “One 
would think that the school is here 
to help us, not to confuse us even 
more.” 

Bose was also upset that he had 
found out about the change in the 
middle of the summer rather than 
some time in spring. “Why didn’t 
they let people know in spring?” he 
asked with a frustrated sigh. 

Roush said posters were placed 
in and around Lassen Hall about 
the change over the summer. Davis 
said everything started late this 
year. “Things happened federally,” 
she said. The process of FAFSA 
changed, delaying system updates, 
Davis said. 

The two also said the Financial 
Aid Office doesn’t have enough 
pull to inform students because 
they use the e-mail addresses stu- 
dents list on CasperWeb. They 
encouraged students to update that 
e-mail if needed and to check their 
SacNote frequently. 

As for the process of the new 
loan program, Bose and Hearon 
found it to be easy. 

EdFund, a guarantor and state 
agency that keeps communication 
between the university and the 
lenders clear, oversees the whole 
process. 

Bose felt that dealing with other 
parties, such as. lenders and 
EdFund, could prompt more prob- 
lems. 

Roush said the communication 
with lenders has been good. “We 
feel we have better communication 
and customer service with lenders 
than we ever did with Direct 
Lending,” Roush said. “There is 
really only one more entity. in the 
FFEE process than there was with 
Direct.” 

Although she had a hard time at 
first, Hearon doesn’t think the 
change was negative. “Now that 
it’s over I realize the whole process 
isn't so bad. It's just new,” she said.

General Salary Increases are for: 


faculty across the board, while 
Service Step Increases are granted 
within each level of staff — such as 
assistant professors, junior faculty 
and senior faculty — and are based 
on years of employment and expe- 
rience. 

However, since a week-long 
negotiating session ended in late 
July, the union and California State 
University administration bargain- 
ing teams have yet to meet again 
for further discussion. 

“The current conditions are 
killing our ability to recruit and 
retain quality faculty,’ said Cecil 
Canton, Sac State chapter president 
of the union. 

The union’s bargaining team is 
opposed to CSU Chancellor 
Charles B. Reed’s pay plan for 
three reasons, Diehr said. 

First are the discretionary pay 
raises, which would allow campus 
presidents to give raises without 
faculty input and without an appeal 
process, Diehr said. 

Second is that Reed's plan does- 
n't provide adequate funding for 
General Salary Increases and 
Service Step Increases, he said. 


The current pay plan has caps that 
cause faculty salaries to flatten out 
and doesn't offer space for promo- 
tion, Diehr said. 

Since the hiring rate of salaries 
has to adjust to current inflation 
and economy, there are ‘newly 
hired faculty that get paid more 
than faculty who have been around 
for years and have not gotten any 


promotions or raises, Canton said. 


There is a salary gap and lack of 
incentive on CSU campuses com- 
pared to comparable universities, 
Canton said. 

Third, Reed's plan for General 
Salary Increases is that they would 
be contingent of CSU administra- 
tion receiving additional funding 
from the state Legislature and 
Governor Amold Schwarzenegger, 
while requiring faculty to work 
with the administration to gain 
funding, Diehr said. 

Since it is not specified how the 
administration would request addi- 
tional funding, it could come from 
raising student fees. Diehr said it 
would be unwise to agree to raising 
student fees for funding, because 
faculty would potentially oppose it 
in the future. 

Ultimately, what happens to 
faculty is going to be reflected in 


the classrooms, Norma Getierrez, a 
staff member of the union, said. 

“The lack of pay affects stu- 
dents in classrooms, because as 
classes get crowded, each student 
gets less advising from the profes- 
sors,” said Getierrez. “ By showing 
support for our faculty, the admin- 
istration will see the importance of 
having good faculty and keeping 
them around. They are not only 
valuable in the classrooms, but 
many of them support clubs and 
activities by becoming advisers for 
certain groups.” 

Hence the reason why the 
union. adopted their new slogan: 
“Stop the Rip-offs.” 

“Stop the Rip-offs starts with 
our defense against the assault on 
the dignity of the basic unit of the 
university: the classroom,’ Vice 
President of the union Lillian Taiz 
said in a press release. “ The stu- 
dents, professors, counselors, 
coaches, the public — all of us 
know it's not nght when a privi- 
leged few executives and bureau- 
crats enrich themselves at the 
expense of the health of a great 
state institution and resource.”

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Roseville campus offers more courses

Students living in Placer County can 
now receive a break from their commute. 

Sacramento State, in cooperation with 
Sierra College, is now offering four popular 
general education courses at the Sierra 
College Roseville Gateway Campus, locat- 
ed off Douglas Road. 

Sac State is offering an upper-division 
GE course from Area C3, called 
Multicultural America, which also meets a 
race and ethnicity requirement. Students 
can also take Business Finance, Business 
Communications and Management of 
Contemporary Organizations, all upper- 


division core business courses. 

These will be the first upper-division 
classes offered at this campus. Before, stu- 
dents were only able to take continuing edu- 
cation or master of business administration 
classes. 

A planning committee consisting of var- 
ious Sac State faculty and staff members 
met and researched in order to map this out 
for students. They conducted meetings and 
studies to decide if the Gateway campus 
would benefit students who live in Placer 
County. 

‘“‘We wanted to see if it was a plausible 
idea for us to provide courses up there to 
make it easier for the students,” said Ming- 
Tung “Mike” Lee, associate vice president 


and dean for Academic Affairs, who played 
a big role on the committee. 

A recent student study of 4,600 students 
— conducted by the planning committee — 
studied course-taking patterns. The study 
determined the top 100 courses were for 
those students, and the four courses were 
chosen because they were found to be high 
in demand. 

‘We wanted to start small, and we felt it 
was reasonable to start with four because it 
will be easier for us to monitor the progress 
and success of the Gateway campus,” Lee 
said. 

The university decided to have these 
classes at the Gateway campus because it 
would cost less since Sierra College already 


leases the space, and Lee said Sac State 
already has a lease agreement with the col- 
lege. 

The committee said it was imperative to 
find a nice facility for students and faculty. 

‘We knew students would want to go 
there; it was just a matter of finding faculty 
who want to teach there,’ Lee said. “We 
thought this campus would be the easiest for 
everyone because it is near Interstate 80, and 
it’s easy to get to and from there.” 

The classes at the Gateway campus can 
accommodate a maximum of 43 students 
each, but parking is limited. The limited 
parking is not seen as an immediate problem 
because they are planning to expand the idea 
of courses held on other campuses. 
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A full list of the new classes being 
offered at the Gateway campus can be found 
on the Sac State website, www.csus.edu. 

The classes could be beneficial to a 
working student. Many students go to 
school part time and work in Placer County. 

“T think that offering classes at the 
Gateway Campus is a good idea because it 
would save some student lots of time,” said 
Alex Bork, a junior business administration 
major who lives in Roseville. “Had I known 
about it earlier, I would have signed up for at 
least one of the classes to save me some 
commute time.”

building a movie theater in the Hinde 
Auditorium — both of which would not 
be funded with the money set aside by 
the recreation wellness and events center 
referendum. 

“The architects are now working on 
the site plans and what it will look like 
on the inside and outside,” Director of 
the University Union Leslie Davis said. 

The next step involves the architects 
of Ellerbe Becket — a Minneapolis-based 
firm that has designed wellness centers 
for the Georgetown University Law 
Center and Hays Medical Center — com- 
ing up with the schematic design includ- 
ing the actual floor plans, said Associate 
Vice President of Facilities Services Ron 
Richardson. 

The design then needs to be approved 
by the Board of Trustees, and then the 
construction documents can be devel- 
oped. 

The $55 million to $60 million recre- 
ation and wellness center is set to include 
four gyms, a 15,000-square-foot cardio 
and weights facility, climbing wall, a 
basketball court and locker rooms. 

“The architects have about six months 
to finalize the design and the goal is to 
have the facility open by December of 





2009,” Davis said. 

Associated Students Inc. President 
Angela Arriola said ASI will play a 
large part in the design process because 
student involvement is the most impor- 
tant part of the project. 

‘We are asking and expecting of the 
president and Union that we are made 
aware of every meeting involving it 
(recreation and wellness center) and 
they have responded positively,” Arriola 
said. 

In the committee’s upcoming meet- 
ings, which are to be determined, ASI 
will be focusing on the programs that 
will be available when the wellness cen- 
ter opens, similar to the programs that 
the Union has such as UNIQUE, Arriola 
said. 

Just a week after the first phase of the 
Spanos Sports and Recreation Complex 
project began with the groundbreaking 
of the Broad Athletic Facility on Aug. 24, 
Gonzalez, in his fall address, said that the 
construction of the wellness and events 
center will begin in early 2008. 

“The current schedule calls for the 
entire (Spanos) complex to be open in 
2010,” Associate Vice President of 
Public Affairs Frank Whitlatch said. 

The bowling alley, while recommend- 
ed to Gonzalez by the committee, is slat- 
ed to be included in phase two of the 


project after initial planning and con- 
struction begins, Davis said. 

Problems with the bowling alley proj- 
ect have arisen. The bowling alley would 
have limited space in comparison to a 
traditional alley because of the fitness 
center. The bowling alley could possibly 
leave the fitness room too small. 

“If we don’t build the bowling alley, 
we would have a big enough space for 
the fitness center,” Richardson said. 
“When UC Davis opened their fitness 
center, they found out that their machine 
room wasn’t big enough, and we are try- 
ing to avoid that.” 

The recreational bowling alley would 
have six lanes and would have to be 
catered instead of having a typical con- 
cession stand with foods such as pizza 
and hamburgers. Alcohol would not be 
sold, Davis said. 

Cynthia Collins, committee member 
and administrative analyst for the 
College of Natural Science and 
Mathematics, said they worked very hard 
over the past two to three years to get to 
this point and that they all took their par- 
ticipation in the committee very serious- 
ly. 

Their participation and work also led 
to the decision, mostly from student rep- 
resentation — including ASI representa- 
tive Mimi Beas, who was not available 
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savings 


for comment — for the wellness center 
not to include additional arena-style seat- 
ing. 
The moveable seating was planned to 
surround the four gyms in order to allow 
crowds to watch various intramural 
sports and possibly hold student events 
such as commencement. 

After the construction of the arena — a 
facility separate from the wellness center 
— those seats would then be transferred 
from the wellness center to the arena. 
The students of the committee deter- 
mined that holding commencement in 
the wellness center just until the arena 
was buit was not probable, Davis said. 

Though there still is no definite time- 
line on the arena portion of the Spanos 
Sports and Recreation Complex project, 
the funding has been determined. 

“Third-party developers and fundrais- 
ing is the best way that the arena could 
happen,” Richardson said. 

While the wellness center is slated to 
be open and running by 2009, there are 
construction concerns. 

‘With the sudden increases in con- 
struction costs, we are still pretty nerv- 
ous,” Davis said. “We had planned on 
paying $280 per square foot and we 
thought that was high. Now the entire 
CSU System is averaging $350 per 
square foot in construction costs.” 


The committee also recommended 
leaving some building area on and 
around the project for future develop- 
ment. 

Tranquility gardens and spaces that 
students of the next eras will want in the 
second phase of the center were included 
in the options for future development, 
Davis said. 

“This is a 100,000-square foot recre- 
ational facility, and things like a bowling 
alley are just a small portion of it,” 
Recreational Sports Coordinator Ken 
Morton said. 

The committee does not have a set 
date or time for its next meeting regard- 
ing the design or recommendations, 
however it is expected to meet on Friday 
to discuss a timetable for future meet- 
ings. 

The Union Board of Directors and 
ASI will be required to elect representa- 
tives from their parties to participate in 
the committee. According to Arriola, 
Beas will be re-appointed next week.

KULL OF BENEFITS 


| ne have been. many complaints about 
what is and what isn’t going into the recre- 
ation and wellness center. Some have said, 
“Where’s my bowling alley?; Some have said, 
‘““Where’s my movie theater?’ Many have said, 
“When is this thing finally going to get started?” 

The recreation and wellness center is one step 
closer to groundbreaking. 

As of June, the recommendations for what 
should go into the center landed on University 
President Alexander Gonzalez’s desk. 

Gonzalez still needs to approve the recommen- 
dations and the resulting plans still have to be 
approved by the Board of Trustees. 

Still, the recommendations hold promise for 
students looking to reap the benefits of the $110 a 
semester fee increase. 

The recommendations include four gyms, car- 
dio and weights facilities, a basketball court and 
locker rooms. There are also allowances of open 
space to be used for future developments. 

The requested bowling alley also made this list, 
in a much smaller form. It would only be six lanes 
with no concession stand. 

Also, the bowling alley might get ousted if it is 
deemed to take up space needed for the fitness 
facilities. 

Those fitness facilities will truly be the gold 
mine of the center, offering free, close and easy to 
access areas for students to utilize. 

Everyone has experienced ‘the two or three 
hour break between classes. The overly long 
break that, after the homework is finished and the 


food demolished, seems to drag on into eternity. 

Students with gym memberships have proba- 
bly contemplated going to their paid-for workout 
facilities but have nixed the idea. The excuses 
abound. I don’t want to lose my parking spot. I 
don’t want to have to drive to my gym. I don’t 
have enough time to work out and shower before 
my next class. 

With the new fitness facilities on campus, there 
will be no lost parking spaces, no long drives. 
There might still not be enough time to workout 
and shower, but at least driving time won’t have to 
be added into that estimate. 

In addition, the new facilities would. add 
numerous jobs to the list of campus jobs already 
offered to students. Yet another reason to stay on 
campus and not lose time or parking spaces. 

The State Hornet has ranted and raved about 
the lack of the entertainment facilities proposed 
for the recreation and wellness center. There have 
been jabs at the administration for not giving stu- 
dents what they have said that they wanted. 

Now, with the plans for the facility moving for- 
ward, the benefits of the facilities that have been 
recommended are rising higher than the com- 
plaints about the facilities that are being left out. 

The recreation and wellness center is becoming 
something that is useful to students rather than 
something that students will constantly argue 
about. And with plans to begin construction in 
early 2008, the benefits of such a facility will 
hopefully be available to the students by the pro- 
jected completion date in 2010.

Changing the mindset and the attitude of the Hornet 
football team was one of Coach Steve Mooshagian’s goals 
over the off-season. The improvements that needed to be 
addressed on the team were their performance on the road 
and the mental and physical toughness of the players, 
Motishiapian stig 

Starting off the season with a 45-0 loss to Boise State, 
the Hornets have lost 12 straight games on thé road. 
Turnovers, Mooshagian said, greatly impacted four of the 
Big Sky losses last season. 

Recruiting was a factor in improving the offensive line 
this season, bringing in players such as senior tackle Matt 
Russell and junior center Kyle Leitzke. Both players start- 
ed in the opener against Boise and pass protection was su- 
perb, giving up no sacks in the game. 

With key returnees on the offensive side including sen- 
ior running back Kris Daniels, junior Ryan Mole and sen- 
ior wide receivers Ryan Coogler 
and sophomore Bobby Moosha- 
gian, the Hornets have the expe- 
rience necessary, but still have 
something to prove with an of- 
fense ranked last in the Big Sky 
last season. 

The defense overall is very 
strong, Mooshagian said, with 
three returners on the defensive 
line with sophomore Mike Bran- 
non, senior Adolph Stone, junior 
Chris Hurts and new recruit junior

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Groundbreaking of the 
Broad Athletic Facility 


marks a new Hornet era

As Herky the Hornet swayed to-and- 
fro in the breeze, the Hornet football team 
moved from Sacramento State's practice 
field to the south end of Hornet Stadium 
to participate in the groundbreaking of 
the Broad Athletic Facility on Aug. 21. 

Acrowd of nearly 300 hundred people 
— including community leaders, alumni 
and athletes — joined President Alexan- 
der Gonzalez at the morning event that 
marked the first phase of the Spanos Sports 
and Recreation Complex project. 

The Broad Athletic Facility, named 
after the Eli and Edythe L. Broad Foun- 


dation, is estimated to cost $11 million, 
with site work running until October and 
construction continuing from November 
until its completion in December 2007. 

The new two-story field house will 
take up nearly 20,000 square feet along the 
southern area of Hornet Stadium and will 
include men and women's locker rooms, 
a hydrotherapy facility, team lounge, coach 
offices and a video/production room, 
among other amenities. The old field 
house, located north of Hornet Stadium, 
will be torn down following the comple- 
tion of the Broad Athletic Facility. 

"The players who will be here when 
the facility is finished will be lifting 
weights right here in 18 months," Gonza- 
lez said. 

The Eli and Edythe L. Broad founda- 
tion was represented by Holly Tiche, pres- 
ident of Placer Ranch, - a 2,200-acre prop- 
erty owned by Eli Broad, located on the 
boundaries of the cities of Roseville, Rock- 


lin and Lincoln. The foundation has pro- 
vided a $2 million donation for the con- 
struction of the field house, which is de- 
signed for intercollegiate athletics. 

"Eli Broad wants to donate to a vision 
of education and the legacy that follows," 
Tiche said. 

Eli Broad's parents were Lithuanian 
immigrants and he was the first from his 
family to use the opportunities of higher 
education and obtain a college degree. He 
is the founder of two Fortune 500 com- 
panies in KB Home and SunAmerica Inc. 

Eli Broad and his wife, Edythe, are 
now devoted to philanthropy. Their foun- 
dation focuses on art, science, education 
and civic development. 

The $2 million donation provided by 
the philanthropists is set to help Sac State 
in its efforts to make its athletic programs 
a viable recruiting tool for prospective 
students and athletes. 

At the ceremony, former NFL play-

er and Sac State alumnus John Gesek de- 
scribed his experience as a member of the 
early- to mid- ’80s Hornet football teams 
during the ceremony. 

"T remember 23 years ago they were 
promising us a new field house," Gesek 
said. "We had a great group of guys and 
coaches, but no support from the school as 
a whole." 

Gesek, who was drafted by the Oak- 
land Raiders and played for the Dallas 
Cowboys from 1990 until 1994, said the 
only change that has occurred to the cur- 
rent field house is the upgraded paint job. 

With the help of the Gonzalez admin- 
istration, Sac State will be able to recruit 
better athletes with facilities that rival oth- 
er local schools, Gesek said. 

Football coach Steve Mooshagian was 
also on hand and is looking forward to 
the new facility. 
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Sac State alumnus John Gesek, a former Los 
Angeles Raider, decribed the old field house.

‘T just had to disqualify him 
because he would win every single 
time,’ Chang said during a tele- 





phone interview. 

Said Shimura: “Basically, he 
was like, “You know what?

Why 
don’t you just come down to the 
show and bring some records?’” 

Shimura told his friend Xavier 
Mosley, who would later become 
Chief Xcel as _ one-half of 
Blackalicious, about Chang’s offer. 
Soon after, Davis, Shimura and 
Mosley would make full use of their 
radio station.access. They would 
come into the station and would dig 
through the extensive KDVS record 
library. 

“They'd all go off to the sound 
booths and take a stack of records in 
with them, basically looking for 
breaks on these different records,” 
said Chang, who has since become a 
writer and authored “Can’t Stop 
Won’t Stop: A History of the Hip- 
Hop Generation.” “Tt started getting 
really competitive. There were two 








sound booths, closed door-type of 
things. Josh and (Josh’s friend from 
high school) would go into one. 
Chief Xcel and Lyrics Born would 
go into the other. 

“They would all have these 
stacks of records, and if you walked 
in on them, they would lift the nee- 
dle up, turn off the stereo and they 
would cover up the records. It was 
really funny. They were doing this 
for a while and then, finally it got to 
a point where I was like, ‘Damn, 
y all are like kind of stupid because 
you're sitting here, hanging out, but 
y all are trying to be so competitive 
with each other.

Students spend their summer helping 
children and surrounding communities 


nationwide college campus ministry. 

They participated in a six-week experi- 
mental learning program called Bay Area 
Urban Project during the months of July 
and August to learn about the relevancy 
that culture, social justice and racial recon- 
ciliation have on their Christian faith. 

The purpose of the project is for stu- 
dents to get out of their usual environ- 
ments to experience poverty, broken lives 
and a life of service, Josh Harper, the proj- 
ect director, said. 

The program took place in thé bay area 
with about 50 students divided into teams, 
dispersed in Oakland, San Francisco and 
San Jose. The majority of students came 
from Northern California universities 


including Stanford, UC Berkeley, San 
Francicsco State and Sac State. A small 
group of students traveled from several 
universities in Texas. 

The structure of the program was sim- 
ple: to learn through the means of living in 
community, studying and working togeth- 
er. The students were divided into eight 
teams and each team was assigned a vol- 
unteer site along with living arrangements 
nearby. The only times that all the teams 
met were Wednesday nights, for dinner 
and speakers at the Fruitvale Presbyterian 
Church in Oakland. 

While one team was assigned to live 
and work in a recovery program in a 
homeless shelter, most of the volunteer

sites had to work with the youth. The Sac 
State team was assigned to volunteer at a 
summer day camp at the San Francisco 
Christian Center, a predominantly black 
church, nestled at the edge of Daly City, 
bordering San Francisco. 

To emphasize community building, 
Schwartz and his teammates were 
assigned to live in a two-bedroom apart- 
ment that is owned by the San Francisco 
Christian Center.

The bar is dim and full of people with their 
hands around pints of beer, absorbing the kind 
of music that neither encourages one to 
aggressively jump up and down, nor yell 
obscenities. 

Instead, there is dancing, albeit drunkenly, 
as one woman gets carried away and stumbles 
into a chair. The music is familiar, a jazzier 
cover of Sublime’s “Doin’ Time,” and the fans 
who have not been compelled to dance 
remain in their seats, sipping their drinks and 
bobbing their heads. 

The band playing is Bonfire, a group of 
four guys who add a mix of soothing, acoustic 
ballads and vibrant, uplifting jams to the ener- 
getic din of Folsom’s Streets of London Pub. 


“T had four teeth pulled out, so [ll try my 
best for you,” Bonfire’s lead singer and 
acoustic guitarist, Bryan Nichols, 21, tells the 
crowd as the band launches into a more mel- 
low, romantic song. 

Bonfire will be performing at noon today 
at Serna Plaza for free, and again on 
September 22 at 7 p.m. at the Crest Theatre. 

The name Bonfire seems to fit the band’s 
style of music perfectly, evoking a night of fun 
and relaxation at the beach. 

“We feel that it kind of sums up our music 
pretty well - having a good time with friends - 
that’s the message we try to send with our 
music, a positive message,’ 21-year-old lead- 
guitarist and singer, David Breisacher said. 

Along with bassist Justin Vance, 20, and 
drummer Tyler Pierce, 21, the band mainly 
plays a combination of acoustic rock and reg- 


gae. The vocals are often calming and gentle; 
the melodic guitar riffs soar and are richly tex- 
tured. Both elements are strengthened 
through the band’s solid rhythm section.

Continued from B6 
cleaning for the team during each 
meal. 

While it was hard to give up the 
freedom of being picky with what 
she ate, Chavez said that she 
learned to eat foods that she didn't 
like for the benefit of the group. 

Aside from learning from com- 
munity building, each student was 
assigned about 800 pages of read- 
ing ranging from Biblical studies to 
articles on issues of society, peace, 
justice and racial inequalities. 

Chavez, who is Filipino and 
Mexican, said that while she is no 
stranger to racism, she was sur- 
prised by what she learned through 
the readings, lectures and her expe- 
riences with the children. 

Chavez recalled a time during 
the;camp where they took the chil- 
dren out camping for a week. She 
noticed a drastic difference in the 
way that the staff at the campsite 
treated kids from her program, who 
were mostly black and Latino, and 
kids from other summer programs, 
who happened to be mostly white. 

“They were just being kids, but 


before they could even do any- 
thing, they were already labeled as 
‘rough’ or ‘bad’ kids by the staff 
there,” Chavez said. 

For Schwartz, the whole experi- 
ence was interesting because, as a 
Caucasian male, for the first time in 
his life he got to experience what 
it's like to be a minority. 

“T learned about being a minori- 
ty in a different culture by submers- 
ing myself in it,” Schwartz said. “It 
takes a lot of humility and a lot of 
willingness to examine your own 
values: ... You have to learn to 
accept what happens around you 
and try not to change it or cast 
judgment on it,” he said. 

During his three years of being 
the program director, Harper said 
he has seen the program grow 
steadily each year. This year had 
the largest attendance since the pro- 
gram's inception in 1993. 

“This generation is dissatisfied 
with the lure of consumerism,” 
Harper said. “From this generation 
you will see changes. You will see 
people dream impossible dreams 


and see them accomplished for the 
good of fellowmen.” 

“One of the main goals of 
InterVarsity is to see students trans- 
formed, see campuses renewed and 
develop world changers,” he said. 

Two weeks after the program 
was over, Schwartz sat at home 
considering changes in his lifestyle. 

Although San Francisco is with- 
in driving distance from home, 
Schwartz compares his experience 
to a mission trip. After learning to 
live simply, cooking every meal 
and doing everything as a group, 
Schwartz said he's experiencing 
“reverse culture shock’ upon com- 
ing home. 

Schwartz said that he has talked 
to his roommates about having 
community meals and perhaps can- 
celing satellite TV. 

“Things in my life have to 
change to reflect what I learned this 
summer, ’ Schwartz said.

Cat rescue is this 
woman's fancy

When a stray’ cat wanders into a 
backyard, possibly looking for some- 
thing to eat, some people don’t take 
notice. However, when this happened 
to a Sacramento area woman nearly 10 
years ago, it changed her life. 

The backyard belongs to Ann 
Dickson, a woman who rescues stray 
and unwanted felines in her spare time. 
However, Dickson didn’t always have 
an interest in cats, and vice versa. 

“Most cats I met prior to 1995 just 
didn’t seem to like me,” Dickson said 
with a laugh. 

Dickson, a 52-year-old _ state 
employee at the Department of General 
Services in West Sacramento, said she 
was scratched, hissed at and almost spit 
on by other cats so “getting into cats 
must have been something a great 
power had planned for me.” 

Dickson acknowledges that while 
she didn’t like cats at the time, she 
would never have thought to hurt one. 

“T felt sorry for the skinny little boy 
and began to put a little leftover food 
along with the crumbs,” Dickson said. 
“IT was warned by my husband that he 
would become our cat if I continued to 
feed him. Well, I didn’t think that 
would happen, especially with my plan 
to have him neutered.” 

After her initial experience, Dickson 
said she knew she had to get involved 


in the protection and general health. of . 


defenseless cats. 

Ann’s home became a foster retreat 
for various cats of different ages. She 
and her husband, Herman, eventually 
added a 700 square foot extension onto 
their home to make sure they had plen- 
ty of room to care for their rescued 
felines. 

In 1998, the couple took their mis- 
sion one step further and created their 
own organization called Cause For 
Paws, dedicated to the vaccination, 
spay/neuter and adoption of rescued 
cats. 

“I’m responsible for taking care of 
all the kittens and cats in foster care. 
[This includes] vet care, food, litter and 
many other needed supplies.” Dickson 
said. “We have an adoption site which 
is run every Saturday and is a 50 mile 
round trip for me.” 

Spay and neuter of feral and domes- 
ticated ‘cats is an integral part of Cause 
For Paws. A female cat that is not ster- 
ile is capable of having three litters of 
kittens in a year, which is a heavy tax 
on her body. In turn, male cats will 
fight, disable and even kill other males 
when they are vying for the attention of 
females in heat, said Gerry Clark, a 
feline rescuer and fellow State employ- 
0: 

The operations also keep the popula- 
tion of feral and domesticated cats in 
check. 

“The clinic was sponsored by the

“When a guy plays a 
video game their mind isn’t really on their 
surroundings. They’re not paying attention. 
Their mind is in the game. So I can see that 
it would help when their partner is playing 
with them and they can interact and talk. 
Something in common is always a good 
thing,” he said. 

An addiction to WoW doesn’t always 
work wonders. It can do the exact opposite 
and possibly ruin a relationship. There are 
even websites and Yahoo groups dedicated 
to the gaming addiction. WoWDetox.com 
offers a place for former addicts to share 
their reasons for leaving. Yahoo has a 
group entitled WoW Widows where spous- 
es, partners, friends, and family gather to 
vent about their frustrations of losing a 
loved one to the addictive game. 

With the WoW addiction showing no 
signs of coming to an end, Arcala offers 
one piece of advice: “If you ask anyone, it 
really is warcrack. That’s why real friends 
don’t let friends play WoW.”
